It is true, it further adds 
that this emergency is to be ad- 
judged by the city council, but I do 
not understand that this would au- 
thorize this council to adjudge the 
existence of an emergency at will 
and unless some facts tending to@vard 
an emergency existed. 

The present state of affairs are not 
emergent. The debts of the city are 
promptly paid. The taxes are fairly 
well met, and sufficient to meet the 
annual charges. It is suggested, how- 
ever, that there are certain “exten- 
sions’’ and “improverents” and “ad- 
ditions’’ very much needed by certain 
departments. Grant and yet such 
facts do net constitute an “emer- 
gency."’ These extensions and im- 
proverrents are such as follow : the 
growth of the city, as naturally aa 
that bigger clothes are needed as the 
boy advances in years, but such things 
can be foreseen—can be provided 
agains: by the usual prudent and es- 
tahlished methods. The facts existing 
now existed when the legislature was 
in session, and if such as demanded 
extra tax, it could then have been. 
provided for in the usual way. Be- 
cides, a state of affairs that has ex- 
isted for six, twelve or twenty-four 
months could hardly be called an 
“emergency.” 

ALDERMAN M. M. WELCH, South 
Side—After some consideration of the 
question, and as the matter appears 
to me now, I am oyposed to Increasing 
the taxes. 

ALDERMAN J. W. KILPATRICK, 
North Side—t am certainly against 
any proposed municipal tax levy and 
shall take a firm stand against such 
a movement.

1 do not think that it 
is right to increase the load of the 
people and possibly give a setback [to 
some foor man who is just regaining 
his foothold in the financial world. I 
am also of the opinion that the people 
do not desire an ftncrease of tax rate, 
and it is the people that should be 
consulted in a matter of this kind.

The sewers, too, need immé@iate at- 
tention. I was chairman of the sewer 
committee last year and known more 
probably about the needs in this direc- 
than any one else, We had oniy $5,000 
last year to extend the trunk sewers.

Today the bill was taken up and dis- 
cussed at some length and the chairman 
was instructed, on Mr. Adamson’s Mo- 
tion, to report it favorably., This oul 
provides for government construction 
over the Nicaragua route. Senator Mor- 
gan has called his committee on inter- 
oceanic canais to meet on Monday next, 
and added ‘to the call is a line urging all 
members of the committee to be present 
as the business to be considered will be 
of especial importance. This call Was 
issued a day or two ago and, therefore, 
has no direct bearing upon or reiation 
to ‘the action of the house committee, 
but it develops that it was the purpose 
of Senator Morgan and other. prominent 
members of the committee to set in mo- 
tion legislation of the nature as 
substantially that @m@braced in the.

Washington, January 12—The house 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce today ordered a favorable re- 
port upon the Hepburn bil] for the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal. The 
bill is practically the same one reported 
by this committee in the last congress. 

There was some discussion about the 
advisability of delaying action on the bill 
until the isthmian canal commission re- 
ported, but this was finally regarded as | 
unnecessary and all the members except 
Mr. Fietcher, of Minnesota, voted to re- 
port the bill favorably. ‘he latter said 
his silence should not be construed as 
opposition to the measure, but merely 
as a reservation of- his right to support 
or oppose it after further consideration.

Be it enacted, etc., That the president 
of the United States be, and he hereby is, 
authorized to acquire from the states of 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua for and in be- 
half of the United States, control of such 
portion of territory now belonging to 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua as may be 
desirable and necessary on which to é€x- 
cavate, construct and defend a canal of 
such depth and capacity as ‘will be suffi-

Mr. Charles T. Yerkes, who has 


amassed $15,000000 in fifteen years, 


is reported to-have declared before a 
recént meeting of commercial teachers 
in Chicago that “great wealth does not 
bring happiness.’ This truth is as 
old as the days when ten oxen rep- 
resented vast wealth, but it is a truth 
that takes on new value when it falls 
from the lips of one of gur modern 
rich men.

SUMMARIZED IN BRIEF 


The New York state library has just 
issued its tenth annual comparative sum- 
mary and index of legislation by states, 
covering the laws passed in 1899, This 
bulletin digests and organizes the enor- 
mous annua] output of legislation so as 
to render available ‘with a minimum of 
labor the most recent experience of other 
states, enabling’ those interested in any 
specific law to find readily what states 
have recently passed similar laws. 

Utah has established a state institute of 
art having a governing board of seven 
members appointed by the governor. 

The plan adopted in Kentucky in 1898 
for placing eiections in the hands of a 
state board elected by the legislature has 
during the present year been followed 
in North Carolina. 

Vermont has enacted that all loca] bills 
for the amendment of city and village 
charters must be-published in a news- 
paper of the county at least three weeks 
Previous to the session of the legislature. 

A number of states have provided for 
the regulation and licensing of private 
employment agencies. During 1899 IIli- 
nois has established free employment 
agencies in cities of 530,000, to be conduct- 
ed iby officers appointed by the governor, 
and Missouri has directed the commis- 
sioner of labor statistics to establish free 
emp.oyment bureaus in cities of 100,000. 

Delaware’ has adopted a general corpor- 
ation law designed to offer special induce- 
ments to corporations to organize under 
its laws. It has reduced its incorpora- 
tion fee to lie for each $1,000 of capital, 
while that of New Jersey is 20 cents and 
that of New York $1.25.

Then the New York was 
detached by Admiral Sampson to perform 
the duty of a steam launch—to act as the 
yacht of the commanding officer—and the 
Spaniards rushed out.

New Orleans, January 12.—The ‘thirg 
day session ‘of the Cotton States Asso. 
ciation Commissioners of Agriculture Was 
held ‘today. President Stevens presided,

‘‘Whereas, the necessity is apparent for 
the creation of a system of official] reporty 
emanating from officials upon whom re. 
sponsibility may be placed for the ae. 
curacy of their reports and estimates of 
cotton crops; therefore, be it 

“‘Resolved, That the Cotton States ASs&0- 


dees hereby petition the governors and 
legislators of each and every cotton State 
to enact laws requiring the county tay 
assessors to report at stated times tg 
the state commissioners of agriculture of 
their respective states the number of 
acres devoted to the cultivation of cotton 
and other products; the condition 6f said 
products during the period of cultivation; 
estimates of yield thereof; the shipment 
thereof, and such other information re. 
lating thereto aS may be deemed useful; 
further, that the said reports of country 
assessors should be made on blanks of 
uniform character, furnished by said state 
commissioners of agriculture, and it shalj 
be the duty of these commissioners to 
compile the said reports of the county 
tax assessors monthly and to publish 
the same and transmit copies to the pres- 
ident of this association for compilation 
and promulgation.”’ 

Professor Dugger offered a resolutiog 
for the inspection of nursery stock and 
field seeds sold in states to prevent the 
spread of injurious insects, plant disease 
and noxious weeds. It was adopted. 

A resolution by General Jastremski was 
adopted urging those states which haye 
not created commissioners of argriculture 
to do so immediately. Agricultural gso- 
cieties are asked to co-operate with the 
association in having these commissioner.

An audience that packed the Grand to 
its utmost capacity greeted George R. 
Wendling, the celebrated lecturer, 
night and for an hour and a half the 
eloquent speaker held this audience in 
rapt attentiveness by the force, logie and 
beautiful imagery of a lecture which has 
seldom been equalleg and never sgur- 
passed in Atlanta. 

His subject, ‘Unseen Realities,” sug- 
gested a wide range of possibilities for 
treatment, but not for an instant did he 
allow the mind of the listener to stray 
from the main thought which he wishea 
to convey; and the various phases and 
illustrations of the discourse served to 
make a coherent and concrete argument 
for a firm and unfaltering religipus pe- 
lief, as opposed to the cold doctrines ot 
the latter-day materialism and the non- 
committal attitude of agnosticism. 

Commingled with amass of interesting 
though commonplace illustration, “Mr. 
Wendling added a delightful literary fla- 
vor to his lecture by frequent references 
to and quotations from the masters in 
the realm of letters. His referenecas to 
Hamlet, Macbeth and -his fine illustra- 
tions from Faust were especially en- 
joyed. ' 

After a few brief introductory remarks 
by President Frank .Weldon, Mr. Wend-

The ad- 
vanced thought of these master-minds 
and the conclusions at which they had 
arrived did not, he said, confirm the be- 
lief which is entertained by the same 
scientists and Thedlogians, that a con- 
flict between science and religion really 
existed. He explained that while meta- 
physics had defined certain phenomena ot 
animal life and the controlling forces ot 
thought, that they had not gone beyona 
a definition—that there was that above 
and beyond ithe mere five senses of man 
which could not be defined within the 
narrow limits of words. The speaker 
then pictured the result which would at- 
tend the sudden endowment of a mar- 
velously constructed statue with: the five 
senses of man. He deseribed the unsym- 
pathetic attitude of this creation in the 
presence of a magnificent work of art 
like the ‘‘Angelus,’’ potential as it was 
in hidden forces. 

“In the presence of this wonderful 
work of art,’’ said ‘Mr. Wendiing. ‘to the 
human mind js suggested innumerable 
thoughts—the care-woern  toilers, the 
rest and quietude that comes at the 
close of day and the rapt devotion of re- 
ligious reverence.

Listen to av. Instructive Address by 
Ex-Governor Northen—Club

Grantville, Ga., January 12.—Grantville 
is forging ahead in developing matters, 
especially along lines in which farming 
interests are concerned. The location of 
the town has advantages, as it is on the 
edge of Coweta county, and only a few 
miles from the county lines of Meriweth- 
er, Heard and Troup. 

Recently the farmers’ and merchants 
organized a creamery and dairy associa- 
tion and raised the necessary money and 
pledged the milk for conducting a good 
sized business. A few days ago the farm- 
ers and citizens of Grantville were en- 
tertained and instructed by a plain, com- 
mon sense, informal ‘talk from ex-Gov- 
ernor Northen, who is well Known 
throughout the state for his advocacy of 
and active oc-operation in all that will ad- 
vance the interests of the state, especial- 
lv in agricultural affairs and kindred in- 
terests.

nteresting Extracts from 
an Old Scrap Book 


In the last issue of The New LEra, a 
Rirmingham weekly publication, ably 
edited by Mrs. George C, Ball, was publish- 
ed an accurate and interesting account of 
the execution of Mrs. Mary E. Surratt by 
the United States government, in 1865. 

The data for the article was clipped 
from the serap beok of Mrs. Osceola 
Kyle's granimother, and is as follows: 

A telegram from Washington, dated 
July 7th, thus tells of the awful tragédy: 

“All of the condemned conspirators 
sentenced to be hanged today were ex- 
ecuted. On the petition of Mary I. Sur- 
ratt, through her counsel, Messrs. Aik2n 
and Clampitt, Judge Wylie, of the su- 
preme evourt of this district, issued a writ 
of hubeas corpus to General: Hancock, 
commanding him to preduce in court the 
bedy of Mary E. Surratt. The writ was 
served on General Hancock, at the 
Metropolitan hotel, at 8 o’clo¢k this morn- 
ing, by United States Marshal Goodwin. 
He immediately consulted wth the attor- 
ney general and secretary of war. At 
10:30 o'clock the general had not obeyed 
the writ. 

“This fact was brought to the notice of 
the court by her counsel, but the judge 
said he had rot the power to enforce the 
writ. Early today guards were plated ell 
eround the arsenal grounds to prevent the 
introduction of. persons to ‘the scene of 
execution, none being admitted excepting 
whose previously supplied with tickets by 
Major General Harcock. The relatives of 
Mrs. Surratt and Harrold spent severai 
nours with them during the forenoon, 
and were also attended by their spiritual 
advisers, as were also Payne and At- 
zerott. A few minutes after 1 o’clock the 
outer prison doors were opened, and Mrs. 
Surratt came, supported on her way to 
the gallows by two military officers; next 
came Atzerott, Harrold and Payne, ac- 
companied by. a guard and their respec- 
tive ministers of the gospcl. Seats were 
provided forythem on the platform in the 
following order: Mrs, Surratt, Payne, 
Harrold and Atzerott. The officers en- 
trusted with the execution and the minis- 
ters occupied the intermediate position. 
Major General Hancock, who had been 
from the commencement, ft: charge of 
the prisoners, came forward and read the 
order of the var depariment, already 
published, approving: the sentences, and 
ordering penalty of death to be inflicted. 
A heavy guard was stationed on the 
walls surrounding the grounds, while be- 
low soldiers were formed on two sides of 
a square. Perhaps several hundred citi- 
gens were present, anxious sp2ctators of 
the scene. One of the priests who at- 
tended Mrs. Surratt repeated a svlemn 
short prayer, to which Payne, who was 
seated next to her, attentively listened. 
The minister who had been ministering to 
Payne expressed in the name of the iat- 
ter his sincere thanks to General Hartsuff 
agid other officers and soldiers who had 
charge of him for their personal kin4d- 
ness. They rad- not uttered an unkind 
word, nor given an unpleasant look or 
gesture, but seemed to commiserate hts 
misfortune.

The following from the Washington cor- 
respondent of The New York News is 
also taken from Mrs. Kyle's scrap book: 

“The developments which have come 
to light within the last day or two in re- 
gard to the absolute innocence of Mrs. 
Surratt, are absolutely appalling. What- 
ever may be sald of the other three, it is 
now clear as noonday, that Mrs, Surratt, 
had she been allowed the four days she 
asked, coyld have proved her innocence. 
The principa] witness against her has 
acknowledged that his testimony was 
Payne protested her innocence 
With his dying breath, and the poor 
woman herself, the instant her soul pass- 
ed into the presence of her Maker, de- 
Clared ‘I am innocent.’ 

In Mrs. Kyle’s valuable old scrap-book 
is a letter from Mrs. Jane G. Swisshelm 
to The Pittsburg Commercial (1865) in 
which she thus describes Mrs. Surratt’s 
appearance during the trial: 

“It is customary to represent her as a 
monster, with an unlimited amount of 
cunning and cruelty in her face: but she 
is simply a representative southern wom- 
an, no better or worse, than,.the majority 
of southern women. I know those who 
have Known her as the beile and beauty 
of her county, the petted, spoiled favorite 
of friends, the idol of her parents, hus- 
band and children.: Her face, and indeed 
her whole figure, while on trial was soft, 
rounded, tender\and motherly. Her large 
gray eyes alone gave jndication of re- 
served strength. Her behavior during 
the long and terrible ordea] was full of 
delicacy and dignity. She made no scenes, 
as a weak, vain woman woud have done. 
When her daughter came into court, and 
with quivering lip and streaming eyes, 
appeared on the point of breaking down, 
with a gesture of command and entreaty, 
she restrained her, All the long, hot 
days she sat with her ‘heavy mourning 
veil down and a large palm leaf fan held 
between her face and the crowds who 
gathered and crushed and struggled to 
gaze at her as if she had been an alligator 
hundreds of persons in these crowds mak- 
ing the most insulting remarks in her 
hearing. During all that time she leaned 
her head wearily against the wall, and 
by changing hands, kept her fan steadily 
before her face, and every few minutes 
a low, stifled moan escaped her.”

SOUTH CAROLINA IN CIVIL WAB 


Colonel Thomas Gives Interesting 
Statistics. 

Columbia, S. C.. January 12.—(Special.) 
of Colonel John P. Thomas, 
who for several years, as confederate 
war historian for this state, has been 
collecting confederate rolls and other 
data, will be made to the general assem- 
bly in a few days. -The records and 
rolls are to be published -in book form= 
three volumes of 800 pages each. 

The records show that South Carolina 
put into the confederate army thirty-four 
regiments and four battalions of it 
fantry; seven regiments, one 
and one company ofcavalry, and three 
regiments, two battalions and nineteen 
unattached batteries of artillery—in_all 
499 companies. ’ 

There were 44,328 enrolled infantry, 38,34 
being effective; 9,069 enrolled cavalry, 
8,014 being effective: 8,213 enrolled artil- 
lery, 7,637 being effective—a total of 61,08 
enrolled and 53,965 effective.
